' ". .' Cement Floors. 
..AjKatespqiident i>f the Country Geii- 
Hcmdn states how lie mixetl the cement 
iiuil gravel'for cellar bottoms ami roaclH, 
which Btaiitl use and the v/eathor. 

In Ootclwr, 1978, I put down a ce- 
ment driv"i-way. Tlio lirst coat wiia 
three and a halt iui!lie.s thick, sevcu 
parts o£ shprp, coarse sand or tiao gravel, 
to| Dneji )pflxt: of j cement, thoroughly 
mixetl m a box dry, then dampened with 
water. 1 spread it on the ground In 
tkiotious or scinares. As soon as it was 
Kut, I put on ttuotlier coat, one inch 
thick, of 0!ie part of cement to threu 
parts of shai-p sand. When that wan 
*ut, for a tiuisliiiig coat I put hull an 
inch thick of one jmrt of cement anjouo 
part of sand. It uili in a wook or ten 
days do to iliivo civor. For my cellar 
bottom I used Kve]mrts ol clean, course, 
sharp sand (pliiRterers call it lino gruvel) 
Ui ouo part of cemuul. This was mised 
Lii tlie samo manner lus for the drive-way. 
It only requires to be damp enough to 
work well. It wui mixed ia a box, 
whuelud into the cellar, dumped, nuil 
si>rcad smooth with a shovel, hoe, or 
trowel, about two inches tliiok. Take a 
RI)iide or shovel, Hat side, and t>eat ii 
down hard and smooth. For finishing, 
use one part of cement to one part of 
sand ■; this is thoroughly mixed, aiul 
then watered so it is like plastoriug 
mortar. Dump it on the first coat, 
about half on inch thick, spread and 
smooth.vitli a trowel. It vviU Boon Ix- 
como OS hard as stone. The cement 1 
used is known as I?ortland cemeut, 
though I tliiuk the common hydraulit.- 
c-emeut will answer if fresh.

Not only was llic expenditure properly 
attached to Government House losb to 
the province but the expeoditure of 
those who used to attend its entortain- 
uionts — for every doU'aP spent 'at Gov- 
ernment House ten at least would be 
spent by the guests in variou.s ways, 
.such as dro.ss, gloves, iniiliiiciy and 
carriage Lire, so that if the governor 
spent $900 the I^opJ| w.oultl spend 
S9000. This will 'convoy soiiirt idea 
of the loss to the country, and all to 
.save a paltry §700 or 8800 fornu'rly 
allowed the governor for fuel, water, 
etc., and wliat fs this niggardly .saving 
ifor '( Perchance to l)e wasted 
on some unremunorative folly or 
in a wharf on the mighty Fraser. 
Mr. llicHABDshad the reputation of 
nob being overfond of entertaining; he 
•■that as it may, it is very clear tliat the 
mean parsimony of tiie goveriuneut 
gave him an opportunity to indulge in 
savingpropensities. They cutofl tlio sup- 
plies before mentioned and he closed 
his doors virtually. Through the neg- 
lect and decay of Government House 
our present governor has .to.^ live- (in - a 
liired house at an inconvisraenCdiistance 
from the capital where his presence is 
most required. When the Assonibly 
have the estimates under consideration 
let our members take ^,t]u3|, matter;; in 
hand, and let the Lieut-Govomor be 
provided with suitable accommodations 
and allowances in a cheerful proper 
spirit,- remembering that whatever is 
spent is apent in the jirovince. Gov- 
ernment House inste.id of being wliat 
it is in other parts of the world — the 
centre of society — an attraction and a 
stimulating elementiih oul-midstjcheer- 
ing young and old with suitable enter- 
tainments and kindly, notice, it is 
now a howling wilderness, a veritable 
blank. Let the Assembly - no longer 
furnish an excuse for such a condition 
of things.

Coun.McLcan.itated that Cotui.Shakes- 
pearehad made the assertion early in Nov. 
that only 8160 was avail.iblc for oipondi- 
turo on streeta, Ac. Ifo had since found 
out quite accidentally that SOOO had been 
laid aside for work without the knowledge 
of this Council, lie wanted to know what 
authority Conn. Shakespeare had for 
making the statement in f)ue8tioii. 

Coun. Shakespeare explained the mat- 
ter. So far as spending money was con- 
cerned ho know nothing about it. 
Coun. JIcLean was chairman of the 
street committee and it was strange that 
he should want an Q.tplanation on such a 
matter. 

Coun. McLean iiiHisted on an ex- 
planation of tho matter antl a spuciiic an- 
awer to his question. That councillor had 
said that there was only §l(iO to spend 
when really there was S7C0. 

Coun. Shakespeare for this explained 
that although tho money was not spent at 
that time yet it was ordered and deduct- 
ing those sums there was only about §150 
or 81C0 left. In reality there was not 
that mucli left. 

Coun. Kinsman understood tho matter 
juat as it had been explained by Coun. 
■Shakespeare. He argued with Coun. Mc- 
Lean that there was more than thatamount 
available at that time. 

Tho explanation was not at all satis- 
factory to Coun. McLean. Ho had an- 
other question of privilege to refer to, in 
fact two of tliern . He tlieii read from his 
statement in The ('nlonist amid interrup- 
tions from Conn. Boyd while prominad- 
ing about tho room during which the 
mayor called him to order. 

Coun. Shakespeare rose to a question 
of privilege and stated that ho knew noth- 
ing of tho matter referred to by Coun. 
McLean. 

Coun. Boyd replied that tho Mayor 
should not allow Conn. McLean to jump 
up and speak as often at' he liked. The 
Councillors ought to leave their seats if it 
was allowed, llo accijrdingly took a seat 
on one aide of tho room. 

The Mayor called Coun. Boyd to order. 

CouiMACoLean wanted no personalities 
in tho matters under consideration. Af- 
ter some further remarks 

Coun. Shakespeare said that if tho 
Mayor wanted to stay all night he had 
better allow Coun. McLean to go on. 

Coun. Boyd then left the room. 

Coun. JfcLean proceeded at some 
length and objected to tho manner of 
paying for certain public works. It was 
a fraud upon the public. 

Coun. Boyd here returned and took his 
scat again. 

Coun. McLean could prove all that he 
had stated. 

Coun. Shakespeare — Certainly; Coun. 
McLean can prove anything. 

Coun. Wriglesworth could explain the 
whola matter satisfactorily to any one. 

Coun. McLean continued, and was again 
interrupted by Coun. Boyd He(Coun. Boyd) 
would speak to a point of order. It was 
tho duty of the Council to see the papers. 
Ho would let the Council knowliow work 
was done. Tho city engineer ought to be 
in the room. He made it convenient to 
be away when wanted. He was a bilk 
of the first water. 

Coun. Yigclius roiuarkcd that peoplo 
who live in glas.s houses should not throw 
stones, and mentioned a matter about 
purchasing timber of Mr. M. Muir by 
Coun. McLean. 

Great confusion hero ensued during 
which the Mayor again (sailed Coun. Boyd 
to order. ■* ' ' 

Coun. McLojLii at length obtained an- 
other hearing and wished to iiavc the 
whole matter referred to the Mayor. 

Coun. Kinsman could not understand 
why Coun. McLean wanted to refer this 
matter to the Mayor now when three 
months ago he did not want to do so. All 
tha.eyidonce should be heard on both 
sides. Everybody should have a fair 
show. There were other matters that 
would luve to be brought in. 

Coun. Smith spoke of plans and speci- 
flcations pertainiiig to tho tank on James 
B.*y. 

Two or three councillors again tried to 
get a hearing and among thoni Conn. Mc- 
Lean. 

Coun. Boyd— Oh, he will bo up, there 
is no keeping him down. 

Coun. Shakespeare moved that tlie mat- 
tor be left to the fire wardens and acting 
city surveyor for report. 

Coun Boyd wanted to have something 
to say about the matter and gave his ver- 
sion of tho afl'air under discussion. 

Coun. McLean here made a remark 
and Coun. Boyd would wait till ho got 
through. ■' 

Coun. Boyd again inoccoded and said 
that Coun.

Court opened at 11.15 a. m. 

Mr. Justice Gray occupied a seat on 
the bench. 

Mr. Harrison, on behalf of the Crown, 
moved for judgment on tho prisoners con- 
victed at tho assizes. 

The first one called was Pierre Tcssier, 
found guilty of wounding an ox on Salt 
Spring Island. 

Mr. Theodore Davie moved in arrest of 
judgment on the following objections : 
First, that tho court ■was not properly 
constituted, as the commisaion hold by 
his Lordship for this assize liad been de- 
termined by the issuance of other"' com- 
missions to Justices Gray, McCreight 
and Robertson. Tho learned counRel's 
affidavit, bearing date of 14tli December, 
1881, was then road, which .set forth that 
he had aeon a commission dated 18th No- 
vember issued to Mr. Justice CJray and 
was informed that sepamto and similar 
ones had boon issued to J iisticcs Mc- 
Creight and Robertson — Counsel quoted 
front IlaiL-l.l.is, i'/.-./s tli,' C/uir,i, to 
show that each commission nullified tho 
other, us all bore even date and could not 
bo eo-oxistent. Counsel quoted from 
the judgment of tho Supremo 
Court in tho cases of McLean and 
Ilaro and from other authorities in sup- 
port of his contention. Secondly, the jury 
had not found tho prisoner guilty as charg- 
ed in tho indictment, Tho gist of the of- 
fence was malicoand the jury had negatived 
by not finding it. Tho verdict was con- 
sistent with innoconco and tho court could 
not intend any facts not expressly found 
by tho jury. Thirdly, the jury had been 
allowed to separate during the trial; 
whereas the charge against the prisoner 
Wiis ono of felony and tho jury cannot 
lawfully separate except in cases undei 
the degree of felony. 

His Lordship remarked that tho objcc 
tiona raised were very aerioiis. lJu would 
call upon tho counsel of the Crown to an- 
swer them before having any further ar- 
guments in their support. 

Mr. Harrison quoted authorities on ver- 
dicts and stated that it appeared to him 
that the verdict in Tessiars case was one 
of guilty. There could have been no ob- 
ject in recommending him to mercy if the 
jury had not found him guilty. 

Tho learned judge reniarkod that there 
was nothing in the verdict to connect it 
with tho indictment, As tho verdict was 
in writiiii; he was not atllborty to supply 
any hiatus or gap in it. His own impres- 
sion was that the man waa terribly an- 
noyed by cattle liijlls and inroads upon his 
potato patch, but he could not intend that 
the jury were of the same opinion as him- 
self. 

Mr. Harrison thought that tho trial if 
sot aside mint bo had novc. He quoted 
Chitty'.H eriniinal law in support of the 
contention that tire verdict was ono of 
guilty. As regards commissions if tho 
trial wuro annulled on that ground the 
result would be that assizes could not be 
hold in dili'oront parts of the [U'ovince at 
tho same time. 

Mr. Justice Cre.aso remarked that in 
Great Britain much care was exercised in 
theao particulars and the authorites wore 
very careful not to depart from well estab- 
lished UBHgis W\ this difliculty resulted 
from not adhering to old forma. The 
learned counsel haii very properly and 
very cleverly raised the objection. 

Mr. Harrison supposed that the matter 
would bo further enquired into on 
tho ([uestion of the Jurj' separ- 
ating. Ho thought that tho affidavit 
of tho opposing counsel should have been 
placed in tho hands of the Crown counsel 
so that authorities could iiavo bc^en pro- 
aented to tho court. The whide thing 
had boon sprung upon them ([iiito unox 
poctedly. The atlidavit did not state 
when tho jury separated and tho aQldavit 
was all they had to go by. He then quot- 
ed from decisions of Mr. .Tustice llalibur- 
ton to show that the separation of the 
jury did not invalidate the verdict. 

!Mr. Justice (iray remarked that tho 
decision referred to took place long before 
the Procedure Act was passed; as .Justice 
Haliburton died about 35 years ago. 

Hon. Justice Crease would give an op- 
portunity forarguing tho points rai.sod. 

Mr. Davie wished to have judgment ar- 
rested till tho points at iasue were decid- 
ed as thoy might bo favorable to the pris- 
oner. Ho should therefore be admitted 
to bail in the meantime 

Tho learned judge remarked that the 
argumonta would bo before tho full court 
and ho had no idea when that would be 
held. It might bo putting tho matter oil' 
to the Greek Kallends. 

Jlr. Davie wished to have the bail as 
low as it possibly could bo fixed commen- 
surate with the ofTonce charged. 

Tho learned judge might here say tluit 
tho sentence which ho proposed to inflict 
was a slight one. Ho always paid particu- 
lar attention to tho recommendation to 
mercy of a jury when thcro were good 
grounds for so doing as there was in 
the case now under consideration. The 
verdict waa thon explained for Mr. Har- 
rison's information, as that learned coun- 
sul waa not in coUrt when the trial took 
place. There was nothing to show pre- 
meditated malice in tho man. The ver- 
dict spoke merely of throwing tho axe. 
He waa quite inclined to talto Mr. Davie's 
view of tho case and would admit Tassier 
to bail subject to tho arguments and final 
disposition of the point at issue 

Olo Englebrotson was thou asked if he 
bad anything to say why sentenco should 
not bo passed upon him as he had been 
ftJund guilty of being an acccssoi'y after 
tho fact and of participating in the wound- 
ing and killing of tho ox. 

Tho prisoner had nothing to say but 
that he had told the ti-uth when in the 
witness box. 

The learned judge fully believed he had 
spoken the truth and the jury also be- 
lieved him. Hia ovidenco waa given in a 
clear, straightforward manner that gave 
him credit, and it showed that ho had a 
clear capacity for giving ovidenco. Ho 
had a good head evidently and tho learn- 
ed judge esproased the hope that it would 
bo employed to better purpose than what 
he had boon engaged in. It was evident 
that he had endeavored to prevent his 
employer from being found out iii the 
crime, and for these considerations the 
.Hentence would bo a light ono. The pri- 
soner was exhorted to give up drink an' 
evil habits, and from the time that he 
got out of prison to lead a new life. If 
so ho would be able to find employment 
with responsible men. He might have 
sentenced the prisoner to four or live 
years in the penitentiary, but would only 
give him ono month in the common gaol 
with hard labor. He iiopod this light 
punishment would bo a suQicieiitlwarning 
and that at its expiratrori ho' wfiuld try to 
do bettor. 

Tho next prisoner called was Joseph 
Miller for stealing §250 the property of 
H. Burrott. 

In this case Mr. Davio moved for ar- 
rest of judgment on tho question of com- 
mission, and also on that regarding bail- 
ment 33 to the effect of the deposit men. 
tione4 at the time of tho trial and noted 



by his Lordship. Tlto'leaThod ■ coun- 
sel's contention as to tlni efl'ect of com- 
niissions of similar date .vas again enter- 
ed into. With regard to bailment he re- 
niarkod that §250 or thereabouts hat), 
been put into a purse.

Mr. Harrison asked the Court to de- 
cide the matter one way or the other. 
Thoro should bo some finality to these 
matters. 

Tho learned judge would pass sentence 
and then arrest judgment on the point at 
iasue. Addressing the prisoner ho re- 
marked that he had been found guilty 
under aggravating circumstances of steal- 
ing §250 from a companion who had 
trusted him with tho money. Had he 
anything to say why sentence should not 
bo passed upon him ? 

Prisoner, who is rather deaf, said that 
had he not been sick in gaol ho could 
have procured evidence from tho railroad 
works to prove that ho ^had earned tho 
money ai;d that it had been paid to him. 
He had never missed d day's work while 
on tho railroad. 

Tho learneil judge remarked that tho 
prisoner had been found guilty by an in- 
telligent jury without any hesitation, and 
that he quite concurred in their verdict. 
Under the circumstances ho could not 
pass a loss sentence than two years penal 
.lervitiide in tlie'pciutentiary. 

Mr. Davie asked for respite of sontoneo 
till tho decision of the Court on the 
[loint.s raised, which v/aa granted.
